Woods and Their Uses. 



Wood is one of things most neces- 
sary to man, its uses being almost 
without number. Upon it he 
depends largely for building materi- 
al as well as for the furnishing of 
his home. 

The wood of the different trees 
varies greatly in texture and quality, 
consequently different woods are 
adapted to different uses. 

The WOOd of all the ashes is siu- 

gulaily strong and elastic. Prehis- 
toric man seeking an available wea- 
pon found it in the ashen club. 

Achilles fought with an ashen 

spear, ('lipid made his arrows lirst 

out of the ash. The North Ameii- 

[ndlan could find no better 

wood in the forest for his bow or 

paddle than the ash. It lathe wood 

most extensively used in the maim 
fatoure of agricultural implements. 
Furniture ami carriages are made of 
white ash. 

In Africa the wood of the date 
palm or the "Palm of Victory," 
furnishes timber for furniture and 
house building as well as fuel, cook- 
ing utensils, and bows and arrows. 
The roots are utilized for fencing 

and roofing. This Invaluable tree 

has not less than 860 uses 

The wood of the oak or the " Mon- 
arch of the Forest," is considered In- 
valuable. It is used largely for 
furniture and boat frames Barren 
oak, Wbioh is heavy, is used for fuel 
and ihe manufacture of charcoal. 
Turkey oak is used by wheel- 
wrights, ami for cabinet making 
ami fuel. 

' Ihe oak in value comes the 
pine, of which there are mote than 
twenty species. The white pine is 
the loftiest of all our forest trees and 

its timber is used in greater quanti 
i r Dumber of 
purpoaeathan any other. ., Masts for 
ships are made almost invariably of 
white pine. 

There are many varieties of Ce- 
dar. In this country red cedar is 

the most common it has a strong 

pungent odor, and for that reason 
is largely used in making chests 
and wardrobes, as moths will not 
enter any receptacle made of red 
Cedar. Manufacturers of lead pen- 
re also used large quantities 
of it. 

Chestnut is beautiful wood which 

takes a high polish, and when used 
with wood of a darker color, like 
black walnut, produces a very 
elegant effect. It enters largely in- 
to Ihe const ruction of chamber fur- 
niture and is also used for interior 
llnishing. 

Sweet gum and while walnut are 
also in demand for the lattei par* 

Of (he several varieties of 
walnut, black walnut is the most 
valuable and most in demand. 

Large quantities of it are used 

for making the stocks of muskets, 
it being superior to all other woods 
for that purpose. For making 
furniture it is one of (he most 

desirable of woods. 

Mahogany is a beautiful and 
valuable wood, which is imported 

from Honduras and the West in 

- prevailing color is a red 

dish of different shades.

great extent in the making of

Umbrella handles don't just hap- 
pen. These convenient and or 
nameutal knobs and crooks, which 
at once adorn the handles of um- 
brellas and make them easier to 
gi asp and carry, are by no means 
accidental. There is, in fact, a te- 
gular business of producing such 
sticks lo order. On what is said 
to be the most unique farm in all 
the world the art of growing cattes, 
umbrella-sticks and riding whips 
constitutes a serious agricultural 
industry. Nearly 500 acres ol 
is devoted to this purpose in that 
division of Fiance known as Seine- 
et-Oise. The methods pursued are 
thus described by a Fiench writer: 

"In a plantation of oak, ash, 
poplar or maple, the trees are cut at 
the ground-level in such fash:, 
to provoke at the foot of each trunk 
the sprouting of a number of sap 
lings. The lower buds of these are 
nipped off and they are subjected 
in the spring of the following 
to an operation which consul 
eutting the bark by pincers and 
rowels in such a manner as to in- 
scribe varied designs, which remain 
indelibly engraved on the wood. 

" At the end of three years, on 
the average, these scions are cut, 
Carefully stripped ot branches, and 
dried in the sun. They are then 
subjected lo a bath of very hot 
steam and denuded of bark. 

"The sticks are then straightened 
b] being placed in an atmosphere 
of moist beat and afterward cat 
suitable lengths. Hut often the end 
of the sapling is curved beforehand, 
in order to have a handle of any 
desired shape when it is cut. Ol 
some small branches ate allowed to 
grow and are then so bent and dis- 
posed as to form a graft with the 
principal trunk in the shape of a 
ring or crutch-handle."- I

In seasons of low 
flood only a narrow strip of border- 
ing land is fertilized — aud that 
ans something very like famine 
for thousands upon thousands of 
people. 

At its best, and controlled, the 
river is very generous, as befits the 
msjesty of its three thousand miles.

Pharaoh* people is still in use. 
But in most moods the Nile is a 
sullen aud inconstant stream, and 
even in the days when Egypt was 
the granaiy of imperial Rome there 
seems to have been no comprehen- 
sive attempt to govern it. 

Napoleon had a faint perception

That, he realized, would double 
the cultivable area around the 
river's mouth. About sixty years 
ago two barrages were actually built 
at that spot by a French engineer — 
badly built, however, and useless 
until, of recent years, the British re 
constructed them. 

But Mi.- old canals and the dams at 
the delta barely touched the surface 
of Egypt's irrigation problem, the 
makitig waste lands fertile. The 
great problea of avoiding drought 
l ilams at Assouan and 8iut, 
which have been formally " inaugu- 
rated," go to the bottom of things in 
re than one sense of the word. 
At Assouan, near the First Cata- 
ract, nearly six hundred miles from 
Cairo, the Nile is a mile wide. The 
• lam is a quarter-mile wider, a great 
granite wall that rises ninety feet 
above the level of low Nile, and is 
sixty feet wide at the top. 

When the river is in flood, its 
waters will gusb through one hun- 
dred and eighty massive sluice- 
gates, In autumn the sluice-gates 
will be closed until the reservoir 
thus formed is fall, ready to be dis- 
tributed through canals and ditches 
over the agricultural land on either 
side. In April and August, when 
the water is most wanted for the 
crops, the supply in the lower river 
will be increased from the reservoir 
That reservoir can never fail 
The dam is expected to impound a 
billion tons of water ; canal* for 
irrigation and transportation were to 
be completed in five years. The 
itiaci has been carried out, with 
M io spare.

One gains a clearer idea of the

Striking Fact* About Africa* 

Africa comprises nearly one- 
fourth of the earth's laud surface. 

Africa is four times the size of 
Canada. 

It is as great a distance around 
the coast of Africa as it is around 
the world. 

Every eighth person of the world's 
population lives in the Dark Con- 
tinent. The blacks double their 
number every forty eighty years, 
and the whites every eighty years. 

There are 843 languages and dia- 
lects in use among the blacks of 
Africa. Comparatively few of these 
languages have beeu reduced to writ- 
ing. The coal fields of Africa ag- 
gregate 800,000 square miles, its 
copper fields equal those of North 
America and Europe combined, and 
its undeveloped iron ore amounts to 
five times that of North America. 

Its forests would build a board 
walk six inches thick and eight miles 
wide around the world. It would be 
made of ebony, teak, rosewood, 
mahogany, and almost every known 
kind of timber. 

In the interiors of Africa the 
black man is the freight train. 
Each man carries about sixty 
pounds. To carry the load drawn 
by an American freight engine 
would require an army of 125,000 
blacks. 

The Africans are eager for educa- 
tion, for this means wage earning 
power. It is a common sight in the 
railroad yards during lunch hour to 
see a group of natives conning over 
the spelling book 

Almost the entire continent is 
now under European flag. France 
has a colony in Africa twenty times 
the size of France itself. The 
British flag flies over a territory as 
large as the United States and ex- 
tends almost without interruption 
from the Cape to Cairo, a distance 
of six thousand miles. — Men and 
Missions.

The dsap are still making stren- 
uous efforts to get into the active 
work of the war. Apparently the 
average deaf-mute is not satisfied 
with "doing his bit" with the hoe 
or his pocketbook. He yearns for a 
place in the far flung battle line. It 
is a fact that the physically fit among 
the deaf are more than anxious to 
face the dangers in France and Bel- 
gium, and if a call for volunteers 
were specially addressed to them, we 
would see a " silent regiment" on 
its toes in eagerness to fight the 
Hun. 

. According to our Ohio correspon- 
dent, one of the Akron deaf-mutes 
is trying to become an aviator. If 
he be a congenitally deaf man, he 
may pass the physical tests, but no 
one adventitiously deaf can expect to 
do so, for the reason that their equi- 
librium is wanting when the eyes 
are closed. 

Edward Ragna is the only deaf 
young man to become a uniformed 
war-worker, and he is in the war 
service of the Y. M. C. A. 

Bert Maxson, of Michigan, has 
written a strong letter to the secre- 
tary of the local branch of the war 
department at Flint, in which he 
argues for the privilege of allowing 
the deaf who are physically perfect 
to serve in various activities as units 
behind the firing line, and thus re- 
lieve soldiers for the actual fighting. 
The suggestion has been forwarded 
the provost marshal and committees 
on military affairs. in the Senate and 
House at Washington. 

While there may be a chance for 
individual success along this line, it 
is difficult to see how the present 
army regulations can be rescinded 
in favor of the deaf. Still it must 
impress both military and civil 
authorities with the fact that deaf 
people are not slackers, but are 
loyal citizens of the land of freedom 
in which they live. 

However, the way is open to serve 
the soldier boys at the front and 
help them to the victory which 
ultimately will be theirs. All can 
serve by subscribing to the new 
Liberty Loan. All can help by buy- 
ing War Saving Stamps. The money 
will be just as effective] as their 
individual presence on the field of 
war. Money represents human en- 
ergy, which can be placed and spread 
where it will do most good. Let 
the deaf sacrifice the luxuries — 
even the comforts — they may have 
been accustomed to, and donate 
what is thus saved to the purchase 
of bonds, and their help will be 
valuable to the government, and at 
the same time profitable to them- 
selves by returns in the years to 
come. 

Last Saturday night, Rev. John 
H. Keiser, before a full house in the 
big Guild Room of St. Ann's Church 
for Deaf-Mutes in this City, made 
the most eloquent appeal to the deaf 
that has ever been witnessed in the 
language of signs. He drew such a 
picture of the inevitable ; results of 



defeat, that every one present was 
horrified, and formed the stern re- 
solution to contribute lavishly from 
their meagre earnings to aid the 
government in its righteous resolve 
to eliminate from the earth the power 
of the war lords who are seeking to 
enslave mankind. 

Read what President Wilson said 
in his speech at Baltimore last 
Saturday: — 

' ' We have ourselves proposed no 
injustice, no aggression. We are 
ready, whenever the final reckoning 
is made, to be just to the German 
people, deal fairly with the German 
power, as with all others. There 
can be no difference between peoples 
in the final judgment, if it is, indeed, 
to be a righteous judgment. To 
propose anything but justice, even- 
handed and dispassionate justice, 
to Germany at any time, whatever 
the outcome of the war, would be to 
renounce and dishonor our own 
cause. For we ask nothing that we 
are not willing to accord. 

"It has been with this thought 
that I have sought to learn from 
those who spoke for Germany 
whether it was justice or dominion 
and the execution of iheir own will 
upon the other nations of the world 
that the German leaders were seek- 
ing. They have answered, an- 
swered in unmistakable terms. They 
have avowed that it was not justice, 
but dominion and the unhindered 

execution of their own will. 

* # * * * 

' ' Germany has once more said 
that force, and force alone, shall de- 
cide whether justice and peace shall 
reign in the affairs of men, whether 
right as America conceives it, or 
dominion as she conceives it, shall 
determine the destinies of mankind. 
There is, therefore, but one response 
possible from us: Force, force to the 
utmost, force without stint or limit, 
the righteous and triumphant force 
which shall make right the law of 
the world and cast every selfish 
dominion down in the dust."
